TRUSTEES' REPORT. 


То Ilis ÉxckrreNcv, Cores Dasrrronp, 
Governor of the State of Wisconsin. 


The undersigned, Trustees of the Wisconsin Institute for the 
Education of the Blind, respectfully prescnt the following as the 
Seventh Annnal Report of the Institution und г their direction: 

The present Board was organized on the second day of last April 
by the election of the Rev. S. О. Burnham ав President, and §. 
W. Smith as Treasurer; together with the re-appointment of Dr, 
L. J. Burrows as Segietary, Messrs. J. Е. Willard, J. Miltimore and 
W. IL. Tripp, were at the same time constituted a building com- 
Inittee to superintend, under tlie instructions of the Board, the 
further prosecution of the work of erecting the Institute building. 

At a subsequent meeting, the former Treasurer, J. В. Doe, Esg., 
presented his final report to the Board, showing an unexpended 
balance in his hands of $10,271.71. This amount was passed to 
the new Treasurer, and Mr. Doe's account, се tified to as correct, 
after à due examinstion by а committee appointed for the purpose. 

Finding the осо of Superintendent of the Institu'e vacant by 
the then recent withdrawal of Мг, P. Lane, who had occupied that 
post for the past six months, one of the earliest steps of the Board 
was to take measures for securing Ше services of a competent and 
experienced person, to whom the duties of this responsible place 
could be safely entrusted. The name of Mr. W. II. Churchman, 
former Superintendent of the Indiana Institute for the education 
of Ше Віші, having been already betue the late Board, as one 
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whose connection with the Institute would be desirable, on account 
of his long experience in several Institutions of the kind, one of 
their number was constituted a committee to communicate with 
Mr. Churchman, on behalf of the Trustees, for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether he would accept the Superintendency of the 
Wisconsin Institute; and ET во, upon what terins. The result was 
the engagement of Mr. Churchman as бар” rirtendent, his term of 
service to commence on the first of August following, and tlie 
Board are happy in being able-to:state that their most sanguine 
expectations from this appointment have been fully realized. 

For a detailed statement of the building. operations during. the 
past season, as well as an account of the progress and present con- 
dition of the several departments of the Institute, your Excellency 
is respectfully referred to the reports of the building committee 
and Superintendent, hereunto appended as parts of this report. ` 

From the former it will be seen, that the sum of $18,053: 74: has 
been expended upon the building, since the date ‘of the Jast ire- 
port, which has enclosed the entire strueture,taking it from the 
point where it was left last year, as described in the building com- 
mittee’s report for 1855. ` | 

This is all that could, by the strictest management and encono- 
my, бе accomplished with the means appropriated for that object, 
by the last legislature. When this appropriation was asked for 
by our predecessors, it was judged to be nearly, if not quite suffi- 
cient to complete the building ready for occupancy ; but in con- 
sequence of the unprecedented high prices of all kinds of labor 
and materials, during the past season, their estimates, in common 
with all others who had undertaken building enterprises, fell con- 
siderably short, much to their disappointment. 

To complete our building, we have yet to execute all of the in- 
side carpentry, plastering, painting, ete., and construct the cupola, 
portico, and verandas, besides supplying it with an etlicient, safe 
and healthful warming and ventilating apparatus. And to prop- 
erly improve the grounds we require cisterns, new and additional 
fencés, some paving around the building, graveled walks for exer- 
cise by the pupils, and considerable thinning out of the trees cov- 
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ering the grounds. Fhe lowest possible sur with which Bis work 
can be accomplished is twelve thousand'dóll ars. Tt is, liter 
earnestly desired and recommend by the Ели ugtées, йаг sint 
be appropriated! for such purpose, by the! бош! еды atute, 8 
that we will have it ih out power during thé next year to его

That the speedy completion of the building and improvement ol ol 
the grounds, is imperatively demanded by the, argent necessjtige 
of the Institute, ig manifest, not only from the remarks „троп the 
gubject in the Superintendent's report, heretofore alluded to, but 
likewise from the present unfinished, and therefore unprotected 
etate of the building, for it is a matter of common experience that 
all works of the kind, left for any, length of time uncomplated wif 
rapidly deteriorate. 


When fully completed and fitted 1 up for две, our noble edifice, 
with its firmly planted stone walls and its beautiful, though chaste 
and simple style of architecture, will-stand, an enduring monn- 
ment of the enlightened liberality of our young and flourishing 
commonwealth; while the Christian philanthropist; as he passes 
through its well arranged apartments, and.beholds their.busy in- 
mates with joyous countenances, drinking eagerly at the fountains 
of knowledge welling up in their midst, will feel that he has 
cause for renewed praise and thankfulness to Him whoge mission 
on earth was, in part, to give eyes to the blind. | ‹ 


' The site of the Institute, donated to the State by citizens ‘of 
Janesville, is one of surpassing beanty and healthfulness, being'ló- 
eated upon an elevated section of the east bänk of Rock river, 
within the corporate limits of the city, where it is accessible, not 
only to our own citizens, but through our numerous railfoad con- 
nections, to those of all parts of the State, > 


In short, the Wisconsin Institute, though it may not rival those 
of some of the older States, in extent and costliness of construo- 
tion, will, we trust, prove fully adequate to the wante of our State 
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for some time to come, and be so conducted as to excite the, just 
pride of her generous citizens. 
The attention of your Excellency and that of the Legislature is 
respectfully invited to the many valuable suggestions contained im 
our Superintendent's report, which we here take occasion to.state, 
тесі with the unqualified approval of the Board. 


The various wants of the Institute therein set forth, in the way 
of School apparatus, books, furniture, mechanical tools, etc., are 
so manifost, as well аз the necessity for supplying them, if we 
we would sectre the efficient working of its several departmenta, 
that it were a work of supererogation on our part fo dwell upon 
them here. 

To provide those necessaries will require a special appropriation 
of $2,000 ; and in view of the present, and prospective increase of 
pupils, an additional sum of not less than $7,000 will be needed to 
defray the current expenses of the Institute during the year 185%. 
Both of these amounts as well as that asked for to progress with 
our improvements, will, it is confidently believed, be cheerfully 
granted by the Legislature. Should it prove otherwise, the use- 
fulness of the Institute must receive a serious check. 

To the Superinterident’s remarks npon the number of blind Та 
the State, and the propriety of some legislative enactment to pro- 
cure full and exact returns of the same, attention is particularly 
invited. Tho measure proposed would undoubtedly facilitate to a 
considerable extent the bringing in of the young blind within our 
borders, to receive the benefits of the Institution. 

Especial attention is also asked to the importance of some pro- 
vision for the clothing and traveling expenses of indigent pupils. 
This matter has alw.ys been а source of embarrassment to the 
officers ef the Institute, and as the number of scholars increases, so 
will the difficulty augmentin the same proportion. 

It is the design of the Superintendent to visit the State Capital 
during the session of the Legislature, with a delegation of his pupils 
for the purpose cf exhibiting their progress and illustrating the 
methods employed i in theirinstruction. This visit will afford the 
members of the Legislature an opportunity of informing themselv es 
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upon many of the detaila of the opératiotis of the Institute, which 
éaunot lie appropriately touched upon in this communication, ` 

. Апа the: Board wonld іп this connection repeat their request of 
last: yonar, for Ше appointment of a committee from the Legislature 
at anearly day іп the session, who shall be charged with the duty 
of visiting our Institute, for the purpose of examining into and re- 
porting ороп.Ив condition. We will take pleasure in exhibiting 
to.such.& committee the results of опг labor& up to Ше prerent 
time,:and feel assured that they will freely endorse all of our 
several recommendations, 

Tho. Treasurer's report, hereto annexed, exhibits a. detailed 
gtatement.of the items of expenditure during the past year. This 
accaunt.shows a balance of $507.51 against the Institute, To meet 
this obligation as well as the greate: part of, sundry other liabili- 
ties, amounting to nearly $5,000, the Tru-tees have іп reserve 
balance of $5,000, yet due from the State Treasurer on acconnt of 
the appropriation made by the last Legislature. This sum wo 
bopo tu receive early in the month of Febrnáry, when it will be 
diabursed so far ав it will go in cahecling said liabilities. 

Га conclusion, the Trustees would assure your Excellency and 
the membera of the Legislature, that in asking for a larger appro- 
prigtion than usual this year, they have not been unmindful of 
the existing pressure in the fiscal uffairs of the State, or of the 
other burthens resting upon the trea-ury. On the contrary, they 
have weighad all these carefully, and accordingly put their esti- 
mates at the lowest possible figures for the accomplishment of the 
ends desired. They feel that they could not do justice to the trust 
confided in them by undertaking to do less than they have laid 
eut for the coming vear. To come short of this, would be to dis- 
appoint the hopes of the friends of the blind, and indeed the peo- 
ple of the whole State, in the results obtained. The truth is, that 
the Institution has never been in a condition to accomplish one 
half that has been eXpected of it, in comparison with those of other 
States; and this for the simple reason that its means have never 
been sufficient either to procure adeqnate building accommoda- 
tions and tho necessary appliances tor the support and instruction

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of the pupils, or the services of competdnt and experienced officers 
True, the Legislature bas uniformly зіме the aid asked 
for by our predecessors, but we fear they Kuve allowed their ‘too 
groat th ugh landable anxioty not to appear exorbitant, in dhait 
demands to overrule their better judgment in thé mätter, and thrid 
have undosignedly failed to impart strict аз со, either. to théms 
selves, the Institution, or the State at large: It is the obvious dix: 
ty of all connected with such an enterprisé to: do, and’ recommerid 
what they conscientiously fecl would be promotive of its highest 
permanent interest, notwithstanding, tho correctness оѓ their mos 
tives and wisdom of their measures may not in all cased meot 
with a ready appreciation. “ What is worth doing, is truly‘worth 
doing well,” and we may add that а work like ours, were'about 
as well left urdone as done imperfectly, с с 3 

We believe we have secured to Ше State, as Superintendent of 
the Institute, a gentleman whose qualifications are tnsurpassed, by 
any one inthe country oceuping a similar position ;- ап all we 
ask is that the legislature will second our efforts by: granting thé 
necessary means for enabling him to bring the Wisconsin Instituté 
for the Blind up to that standard of efficiency, which is requisite 
to place it side by side with others in their noble career of пвей 
ness. We feol fully persuaded, trom the well known liberality 
and intelligence of the people of our flourishing State, in all edu 
cational enterprises, that they will cordially sustain their représen- 
tatives in any enactments that may be needed to make ours опе of 
the first Institutions of the kind in the country. mE -

BUILDING COMMITTEES REPORT. 


То тив Boarp or Твовткев, 


Gentlemen :—Your Building Committee having falfilled the du- 
ties assigned them for the current year, respectfully submit their 
third annual report. 

In compliance with your instructions, we commenced operation 
upon the building on the first day of April last, and continued the 
same without intermission until the middle of October. 

As the result of onr labors during the past season, we аге › happy 
in being able to announce that we have succeeded in enclosing 
the entire building, besides making some necessary repairs upon 
the west wing, which has, ав you know, been occupied for sever 
years. We have also roughly and temporarily fitted up two large 
rooms in the main building, one of which is occupied for the 
present as a dormitory for the boys, and the other'as a school room. 

But while we congratulate ourselves upon what, has. been-ac- 
complished, we would express our disappointment in not being 
able to report a still further progress in the work. In making oar 
estimates last year for Ше completion of the building, we were 
guided by our |] revious experience as to prices of labor. and: nig 
terials; but the subsequent unanticipated increase of these prices, 
Е with some desirable modifications of our plans which ex- 
perience suggested as the work progressed, has caused 1 us to fall 
considerably short of -our expectations—hence the disappointment 
alluded to. We аге not alone, however, in this respect. All per- 
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sons engaged in building during the past season, whether in a 
publie or private capacity, liave found their estimates alike defi- 
cient in eonsequence of the advance of prices alluded to. 


We: claim, nevertheless, to Бате expended the funds entrusted 
to us prudently, economically ‘and to the best of our ability for 
the promotion of the highest permanent interests of the Institute 
and the State at large.’ To assure yourselves of. this) we inyite your 
careful inspection of the work and our accounts forthe same. We 
believe ourselves justified in repeating the statement heretofore 
made by us, that our building will not suffer in comparison with 
any similar work in the State, ‘private or public, either as to cost 
or mechanical execution. ^ "

Such portions of the work as could be safely.and economically 
put out by contract were let to the lowest.responsible bidders, and 
the rest was done by the day, under the direct supervision of your 
building committee. The roofs and cornices of the main building 
and east wing, together with the painting of the same, including: 
all materials, were let to Messrs. Mills and Lockwood, the tinning 
of the roofs including gutters and conductors, to Lawrence Atwood 
& Co. the cutting ot the stones for the corners of the building and 
window opening, to Wm. ,Atkinson,the painting and glazing to 
Geo, Gray. All of these sever ‘al contracts, together with sundry 
other smaller jobs, were executed in a workmanlike manner, re- | 
flecting much credit upon the several contractors, and giving en- 
tire satisfaction to the committee. u 

From all the data we are able to gather from past experience 
and present knowledge of the eost of building materials and me- 
chanical labor, the lowest estimate we can make for completing 
the buildings and improving the grounds, including the furnishing 
of suitable warming g apparatus lor the former, is twelve thousand 
dollars.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To тне Boarn or TRUSTEES, 

Gentlemen :—l1n obedi nee to a regulation of your Board,: re- 
quiri g the Superintendent of the Institute to make an annaal re- 
port upon the operations of its several departments, accompanied 
with suggestions as to its futnre wants and management, the: fol- 
lowing summary is res, ectfully submitted for your consideration : 

As my official connection with the establishment dates no fur- 
ther back than the first of last August, І can of course give but 
a general statement of the year’s operations prior to that time; 
and must, therefore, confine my report for the most part to what 
has transpired since, together with some recommendations for the 
future. 

С FFICERS. 

Of the assisting officers I am able to say that they have thus far 
discharged their respective duties in such а manner as to merit 
your entire confidence. i 

The Matron, Miss E. M. Curtis, bringe with her several years 
experience with the blind in another Institution, which, added to a 
conscientious desire to discharge with fidelity the onerous duties 
of her present trust, makes her an invaluable officer. 

The Assistant Teacher, Miss. M. Е. Wand, though without pre- 
vious experience in an lustitution of the kind, enters upon the 
work with earnestness, and gives promise of much fnture useful- 
ness. 

The Music Teacher, though appointed some time since, has not 
yet entered upon du'y, because of our present inability either to 
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board him in the Institute ог procure aecotmodatiotís for him ata 
convonient distance from it. The duties of his post, therefore, de- 
volve for the time being, upon others connected with the Institute. 


PUPILS. 


At the date of the last annual report there жеге, Т believe, thir- 
teen pupils in attendance at the Institute, exclusive of one young 
man, who, from natural imbecility, was incapable of edncation, 
thongh much patient labor had been bestowed upon him. Most 
of these had been in the Institute for several years, but some of 
them were received at an age too far advanced to reap the full 
benefits of a course of instruction, though capable of improve- 
ment in some.respects. The thirteen, with the exception of a 
lad from Walworth county, who was discharged about the begin- 
ning of J anuary, on account of supposed insanity, remained un- 
til the first of April, when it being deemed advisable. by your 
predecessors to close the school during the building season, they 
all returned to their homes. The imbecile spoken of, remained, a 
charge upon the Institute until the first of October, when, being 
discharged by an order of your board as an unfit subject for the 
Institute, he was returned to the authorities of Milwaukee county, 
whence he came, and placed in the Almshouse. 

Upon the re-opening of the school in the early part of October, 
eleven of the former pupils availed themselves of our invitation to 
return, and in addition to them, eight néw ones, who were sought 
out dining the month of August were also ddmitted, making nine- 
teen in all. . There are likewise several others who have been 
authorized to come and. are daily expected. So that-as to num- 
bers, you will observe a markéd improvement upon the past. 

Subjoined will be found a catalogue of all the pupils received 
from the first opening of the Institute to the present time, showing 
their places of residence, &e. 

In accordance with iustructions previously received from you, 
I visited in August last, several of thé neighboring counties of the 
state, for the purpose of seeking out the young blind who might 
be located therein, and explaining to them and their friends the 
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objects of our Institute, hoping thereby to extend its usefulness; 
as in this way a much larger number than by any other means 
may be brought in, to partake of its benefits. Indeed this is found 
even in the older states of our Union, in consequence of the want 
of information among the masses upon the subject of the educa- 
tion of the blind, to be the only efficient means of effecting to the 
fullest extent the benevolent objects of their several Institutions. 
And if this is true in the old settled states, with their permanent 
population and superior facilities for communieation, how much 
the more necessary is it in a young state like ours, where so large 
a proportion of the citizens- are but recent comers, and many of 
them foreigners with little or no acquaintance with our language. 

In view then of the great good to be accomplished in this way, 
I would recommend that upon the enlargement of our accommo- 
dations by the completion of the building, these tours be repeated 
annually until all parts of the state shall have been visited. And 
in order to facilitate our labors in this respect, I would suggest the 
propriety of asking for the passage of a law, requiring some ap- 
propriate officer in each town to return to the Secretary of State, 
a list of its blind, showing the names and ages, together with the 
names and post-office address of the heads of the familes in which 
Such blind persons reside. "This has been attempted in the taking 
of the census, but, besides being too infrequent for practical use, 
with our increasing population, the returns from this source are 
never reliable, as they fallin most instances, far short of the truth. 

Though the last census shows but one hundred and twenty-five 
blind persons, of allages, in the State, there is abundant reason 
for believing that the actual number at this time, is not less than 
four hundred, one-fourth, at least, of whom are eligible subjects 
for the Institution. 

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 

Of the progress of the school during the first half of the year, 
I cannot of course be expected to know much; but judging from 
the deficiency of books and apparatus then existing, I think noth- 
ing will be hazardedain the expression of the opinion that both 
teachers and scholars must have labored under very serious dis- 


advantages.

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This want, as far аз books were concerned, having bees recent- 
ly supplied in some measure, we trast that there will be a corres- 
ponding improvement hereafter, in the progress of the pupils. 

We still lack, however, in number and variety of raised books, 
as well as almost every thing in the way of School apparatus ; and 
it would be vain to attempt to bring the department up to the de- 
sired standard of readiness and efficiency of instruction nntil this 
important necessity shall have been fully provided for. 

The principal articles of apparatus needed at this time, are such 
as are required in the study of Geography, Mathematies, Natura! 
Philosophy, Astronomy and Musie, all of which are expensive and 
cannot well be procured with the present resources ‘of the Insti- 
tute. It is hoped therefore, thatin your estimates to be laid before 
the next Legislature, this want will not be lost sight of. If maps, 
globes, orreries, philosophical instruments, ete., are necessary aids 
to seeing scholars in the prosecution of their studies—and who 
thinks of fitting up a good school without them—how much mme 
necessary are they to those who through want of vision are cut off 
from very many of the sources of knowledge available to the for- 
mer. ) 

For information concerning the course of instraction and the 
methods of teaching as well as many other similar details of the 
organization and management of the Institute, your attention is 
invited to the appended copy of а circular, which under your au- 


‘thority was prepared some weeks since, and printed in pamphlet 


form for distribution. 
WORK DEPARTMENT. 

In this department nothing worthy of mention has been accom- 
plished since the establishment of the Institute. "There are geveral 
reasons for this, the most urgent of which stems to be the want of ' 
means wherewith to procure the necessary tools and materials, and 
pay a competetent instructor. So faras the female pupils are 
concerned, however, we have recently made a good beginning in 
this very important part of their course of instruction. Materials 
have been provided for various articles of bead-work, knitting, 
netting, ete., and our Matron, who has had seyeral years expe- 
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rience as а teacher of handicraft, has assumed for the timo being, 
in ad ition to her regular duties, the labor of instructing tho pu- 
pils in these branches. The results so far are quite satisfactory, 
and give oncouraging promise for the future. I need hardly re- 
mind you of the high importance to be attached to this department 
of our Institute in its mission of usefulness to the blind, and the 
consequent necessity for making the earliest practicable arrange- 
ments for commencing operations in the shops for the male pupils, 
since it must be manifest to your Board that it is to tho skill ac- 
quired in manual occupations that the largest number of our pu- 
pils must look for honorable independence. 


Did the want of tools, materials and instructors present the only 
obstacle to the organization of this department, it might perhaps 
have been found practicable to make a small beginning in one or 
more trades during the present term, but the insufficiency of room. 
in the furnished part of our building, forms one that is not so eas- 
ily overcome. Tho small frame which was erected for a work- 
shop, would answor а temporary purpose, could we devote it to 
that object, but we are compelled to use it now as a laundry, for 
want of the necessary room elsewhere. 

T'or an account of the several mechanic arts, which can be suc- 


cessfully pursued by the blind, you are again referred to the before 
mentioned circular. 


HOUSEHOLD DEPARTMENT. 


In the re-organization of this department, which took place at 
tho beginning of the present school term, we trust thal a marked 
improvement has been experienced. Numerous additions have 
been made to tho stock of furniture, and other necessary applian- 
ces, and a more thorough system of management introduced ; во 


"that the physieal comfort of the household has not only been en- 


hanced, but better facilities have also been afforded for carrying 
on the domestic operations. But gratifying as is this improvement 
upon the past, we nevertheless find many difficulties yet to con- 
tend against, which we trust will be removed, upon the completion 
and fitting up of our entire building.

Of the health of our numerous family, we are able through the 
blessing of Divine Providence to make a most favorable report, 
since no case of severe illness has oceurród during the year. This 
is the more gratifying, when we consider the crowded state of our 
limited apartments, fogother with the entire 5. зепее of any suita- 
ble place for exercise by the pupils in inclement weather, and 
poor facilities for the same even in good weather, with our grounds 
in their present ünimproved statė. 


Allow me under this head, to call your attention to a present 
source of considerable embarrassment in tho management of this 
department of the Institute, viz: the want of some provision for 
clothing our indigent pupils. 


We ever have had, and must always expect to have pupils, 
whose friends either from inability, or negligence, fail to keep 
them supplied with suitable clothing, as well as means for defray- 
ing their traveling expenses, in going from andgreturning to the 


. Institute at the time of the annual vacations. Unless some way 
| be devised for supplying these personal necessities, in the cases al- 


luded to, we must either discharge such destitute pupils or use the 
means‘of the Institute, which have been appropriated by the leg- 
islature for boarding and tuition only. Now to discharge them, 
would manifestly be to deny the benefits of the Institute to those 


most needing its sid; while to pursue the latter plan would be to 
misapply the fands entrusted to us.

To meet this difficulty, it is recommended that you apply to the 
legislature, either for aspecial appropriation for this object or the 
passage of a law requiring the counties or towns in which our sev- 
eral pupils reside, to defray the expenses alluded to, in case of fail- 


| ure on the part of their friends. In one or more of the other States’ 
. having Institutions of this kind, the Treasurer of State is required 


by law, to settle bills presented by the Institutions for clothing, 
etc., furnished to pupils, and charge thé same to the accounts of 
the appropriate County Treasurers ; who in their turn are required 
to collect from the parents ог guardians of the pupils concerned,

IMPROVEMENTS. 

"Your building committee will doubtles lay before you a state- 
ment of what has been done in the way of improvements during 
the past year, but it may not be out of place here, to call your at- 
tention to the urgent necessity of a speedy completion of the In- 
stitute building, and improvement of the grounds belonging 
thereto. This is imperatively demanded by the wants of every 
department. Even with our present -limited number ot pupils, 
(and we have herotofore shown that there are yet very шалу іп 
the state who should be admitted to the privileges of the school) ' 
we are crowded to excess. The few rooms too that we are able to 
occupy, are but Шу adapted to the purposes to which they are 
temporarily appropriated, and we are thereby constantly subjected 
to numerous difficulties and embarrassments in the conduct of the 
several departments of the establishment which, though they may 
not be realized oxcepting by those whose daily task it is to combat 
with them, nevertheless greatly enhance the labor and responsi- 
bilities of the officers, besides impeding the progress of the pupils, 
and endangering the health and safety of the entire househobil. 

As things now exist, we are obliged to occupy unplastered and 
otherwise unfinished rooms for dormitory and school purposes; our 
temporary kitchen and dining room are entirely too small; the 
laundry-operations have to be disadvantagously carried on in the 
workshop, preventing the legitimate use of that building; we lack 
a sufficiency of rooms for the accommodation of the necessary 
teaohers, ete ; we are destitute of hospital, and bathing apartments, 
as well as all the usual facilities for exercise in bad weather; and 
our grounds are not in a situation to afford this last mentioned re- 
quisite with ease and safety, even in good weather. 


With this deficiency in number and arrangement of rooms, wo 
are also prevented from making such a classification ofthe inmates 
as to sex, age and position, as is found absolutely essential to prop- 
er discipline in an institution like ours. P

Our present system of warming, too, viz: by stoves throughout: 
the building, is а constant source of anxiety to us: for in view of 
all the circumstances, there is great liability.to accident not only 
to the pupils, but also to the building. It ів besides quite objec- 
tionable, in. eomparison with the methods usually employed in 
public institutions, both as to healthfulness and eeonomy. 


Need I repeat then that in the present state of our improve- 
ments, taken in connection with the other matters spoken of in 
preceding paragraphs, it is exceedingly difficult, it not wholly im- 
practieable, to administer the affairs of the Institute in such a man- 


ner as to properly fulfil the benevolent designs of the legislature 
in its establishment.

In the foregoing pages an endeavor has been made to point out 
the most pressing of the present necessities of the Institute en- 
trusted by the people, through their Executive, to your guardian- 
ship and eontrol, Allow me then, in conclusion, to express the 
earnest hope, that in your fortheoming report to the people's re- 
presentatives, you may find it consistent with your duty to urge 
upon them the necessity of such enactments and appropriations 
as will enable you to place our Institution in a position to meet 


justly the educational wants of the unfortunate class for whom it 
was founded. | 


Itis the enlightened policy of the State to bring the means of 
edueatian within the reach of all of her citizens, and surely she 
will not be so unjust as to make an exception to those who, in the 
wise dispensations of Providence, have been deprived of the abil- 
ity to drink with their more fortunate fellow citizens at the popular 
fountain of knowledge, the common schools. Our Institute is but 
a substitute for these. 


The work has been nobly begun, and though slowly progressed 
with, it has, 1 believe, been prosecuted thus far with fidelity, and 
а strict reference to the interests of the State by your predeces- 

ors as well as yourselves. The confident hope is therefore indulged

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CIRCULAR 


OF THE 
Wibconsin Tnsfifufe for the Education of the Blind. 


LOCATION AND OBJECT. 

This Institution is located at Janesville, oceupying a beautiful 
and commanding site on the east bank of Rock river, in the south- 
western portion of the city. 

It has for its object, the moral, intellectual and physical training 
of the young blind of both sexes тез поп the State. 

It was established in the year 1850, conformably. to an act of the 
Legislature ofthe State; from which body it receives its entire sup- 
port, through the Median of direct appropriations, made. under 
estimates of its wants, furnished annually by the officers in charge. 


ORGANIZATION AND MANAGEMENT. 


The Institute is organized under three separate departments, viz: 
the School, the Industrial and the Household Department, each 
performing its respective office of ministering to the шшен 
and comfort of the pupils. 

The general government of the Institute is entrusted by the бер 
islature to a Board of Trustees, who receive their appointment from 
the Governor, while the immediate control and management of its 
several departments are confided to a general superintendent, 
chosen by the Board. 

The Superintendent is assisted in the School and Industrial De- 
partments by competent instructors, and in the Household depart- 
ment, by an experienced matron, who administers the domestic. 
concerns, having the immediate supervisioù of the female pupils- ' 
when out of school, and the direction of the several domestics in 
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the performance of their allotted duties. These assistant officers 
also received their appointment from the Board, npon the nomina- 
tion of the Superintendent, but are directly responsible to the lat- 
ter for the faithful discharge of their respective trusts. 

PLAN OF EDUCATION. 

The plan of education pursued at’ thé Institute is designed to be 
thoroughly practical, comprehending all that is necessary for such 
a development of the mental árid physical powers of the blind, as 
is best calculated to place them upon an equal footing with seeing 
persons in their capacity for usefulness and self-maintenanoe. 

The course of instruction, therefore, embraces, in addition to the 
ordinary routine of school branches, the science and practice of vo- 
cal and instrumental Music, several appropriate mechanic arts, 
moral and religious culture, and such other training as serves to 
establish becoming personal habits, energy of character, business 
tact, etc. 

In the school department, the following are the principal branch- 
es of the course: Orthography, Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, Al- 
gébra, Geography, Grammer, Geometry, History, Moral and Men- 
tal Philosophy, Elements of Physiology, Rhetoric, Natural History, 
Vocal and Instrumental Music, ete., ete. 

Reading is taught by means of piod letters; whieh are traced 
with the fingers. There are now extant a number of embossed 
works for the Blind, among which are the following: The Bible, 
in eight quarto vols.; the New Testament, in two vols.; the Psalms, 
of David, the Encyclopædia for the Blind,-Pilgrim’s Progress, Bax- 
ter’s Call, English Reader, Philosophy of Natural History, Parley’s 
History, Howe’s Geography, Watt’s Psalms and’ x Guide to- 
Dévotion, Paradise Lost, ete., ete. : 

Ordinary writing is ранней with a lead — ithe paper 
being placed upon a card containing parallel grooves, which serve 
to keep the'lines straight, and the letters of uniform size. Thére 
is. also used a system of embossed writing or printing, which is exe- 
cited. with a species.of type, the letter being formed of pin póints 
arranged in the ends. of wooden blocks. This kind ot writing ‘can 
of course be read by the Blind themselves. 
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The principles of Arithmetic and’ Algebra are taught or ally, and 
the problenins are solved either mentally or upon a métal fráme 
with moveable figurés and signs, answering a as а, substitiite з тог thé 
slate and péneil. 

Geography:i is taught by familiar lectures, illustrated by globés 
and maps prepared forthe purpose, by rendering t the rivers, ош 
ary-liriés, éte.,'taxtpible. 

In ‘Geometry, emibóssed diagrams are used па Не pupil -аб- 
quires sufficient expertness tó demonstrate from imaginary ones. 

Grammar, Rhetoric, Natural History, ete., are for the most part 
taught. ота йу... Мініс being a branch in which blind persons seem 
particularly adapted to excel, а very prémitient'plice is assigned’ . 
it in the course of instruction. This із done, not only on aceount of 
the fund of rational and innocent enjoyment to be derivéd from it 
by all who are denied the рНуПесе ot beholding the visible crea- 
tion, but also because ofáts availability аѕа means of ап honorable 
independence, to those whose talents and inclination qualify them 
for pursuing it as profession. Many eminent examples’ of blind 
persons who are now successfully engaged as teachers, otgatists 

"and composers, both in this country.arid in Europe, might-be hére 
eited'if space would permit; while history- tells üs'of many others 
who have distinguished thémyelves in past ages as practitioners and 
composers in the various departments of music. 

In the ‘manufacturing department, the pupils will be instructed 
тоа variety of useful arts, by means of which they will be énabled 

ti/maintàin théniselvés wholly, or in part, afte? passing through 
their course of instruction. 

‘Séme of the articles usually made by the Blind afe à follows, 
viz: by tlie males, willow carriages, cradles, chairs; raticüles, and 
baskets of all kinds, also brushes of many desetiptions, córn brooms, 
rag ‘carpeting, matrasses, ropes, foot-mats, ete; aid by tlie females, 
vhrióus articles of nettitig, knitting, crotcheting, braiditig, bead 
and zephyr work, ete., such as hose, children’s socks, comforters, 
lamp mats, pen wipers, байт tidies, purses, armlets, witch cases; 
reticulés, necklaces, card baskets, and'a variety of bead toys, be- 
sides шегі articles of plain sewing. 
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DOMESTIC ARRANGEMENTS. 

In the household department, every means that experience..can: 
anggest for the: promotion of the health and comfort of the pupils 
is provided. Among these, wil be upon the completion of thb- 
buildings, commodions, well-ventilated dormitories, school rooms, 
hospitals, and various other apartments; spacious halls, piazzas, 
and out-door promenades, suitable for exercise in all kinds.of 
weather ; ample arrangements for cold, warm and shower bathing ; 
good wholesome food, and comfortable beds; prompt medical ad- 
vice, with other necessary attentions in case of sickness; and above 
all, kind, sympathising friends, whose duty and pleasure it is to 
minister to the moral and physical wants of their unfortunate 
charges, striving, in each of their various relations, to supply to 
them all the desirable comforts of home. 

AGE OF PUPILS. 

From ten to fourteen is the most favorable age for entering the 
lnsiitnte, provided the pupil have judicious care and training at 
home, prior to that age. But as this is not always the case, and 
as there are many who lose their sight after that age; or, having 
lost it earlier, do not find an opportunity of going to school at the 
proper time, the regulations of the Institute allow of the admis- 
aion of all proper subjects who are not under eight or above twen- 
ty-one years of age. i 

It must‘be borne in mind, however, by the friends of blind chil- 
dren, that though they have the privilege of sending them to the: 
Institute at a later period than the one mentioned as the best, yet 
it is of the highest importance that they should be sent within said- 
period; for as they grow older, their neglected powers lose their 
susceptibility for cultivation, rendering the training more and more 
difficult until they become wholly incapacitated for receiving such 
an edneation as will fit them for a life of usefulness, independence 
and happiness. It isnot uncommon to witness results of this kind, 
arising out of the morbid tenderness with which a blind child is 
regarded by his friends, they being unwilling to entrust him at the 
proper age to the care of strangers, lest some harm should befal - 
him. Indeed every year’s experience but serves to indicate moré 
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clearly, the lamentable prevalence of this unjust neglect; as there 
are constantly applying for admission into the several institutions 
of the country, those whose melancholy lot it is to lead a life of 
hopeless ignorance and dependence, but who might with proper 
training in early youth, have become happy dnd usefül members 
of society, maintaining themselves comfortably and respoctably. 
^ TERM OF INSTRUCTION. 

This is not limited to any definite number of years, Т? із deter- 
mined in each individual case, by the acquirements of the pupil 
and consequent fitness for graduating. Tbe length of each one's 
term will of course depend upon his aptness to learn, and the ex- 
tent of the course pursued. 

SOHOOL SESSION. | 

The session of the Institute commences on the first Monday of 
October in each year, and closes on the last Wednesday in July 
following; leaving a vacation of more than two months, during 
which time the pupils have an opportunity of visiting their homes 
and replenishing their clothing.

ADMISSION OF PUPILS. 


Any person wishing to make application for the admission of a 
pupil into the Institute, must address the Superintendent, giving 
definite and truthful answers to the following questions, viz: 

156 What are the names and Post-office address of the parents 
or guardians of the person for whom the application is made. 

2nd. Are such parents or guardians legal residents of the State 
of Wisconsin ? 

314. What are the name m age of the person for whom ap- 
plication is made? 

4th. At what age did he or she become blind, and from what 
cause ? 

5th. Is he or ghe of sound mind, and susceptible of intellectual 
culture ? 

6th. Is he or she free from bodily deformity and all infectious 
diseases? 

Tth. What are his or her personal habits and moral character f 

Upon the receipt of such applieation by the Superintendent, the 
applicant will be notified as to whether or not the person in ques. 
tion will be admitted, and no one must be sent to the Institute until 
` such notification shall have been received. 

No person of imbecile or unsound mind, ог of confirmed immor- 
al character will be knowingly received into the Institute; and in 
ease any pupil shall, after a fair trial, prove incompetent for useful 
instruetion, or disobedient to the wholesome regulations of the In- 
stitute, such pupil will be thereupon discharged. 

No charge is made for the boarding and instruction of pupils 
from the State of Wisconsin, but all are expected to come provided 
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with an adequate supply of good, comfortable clothing, which 
must bo replonished from time to time as it becomes necessary. 

The stock of clothing should embrace suitable articles for both 
summer and winter, and a sufficient number of each kind to admit 
of the necessary changes for washing and repairing. 

All of the clothing must be sent in good order and condition, 
not only upon the first entrance of the pupil, but also at each sub- 
sequent return from home after the vacation. . 

Each article should also be distinctly marked with the owner's 
name or initials, in order to prevent confusion or loss. 

It isimportant that new pupils should enter upon their term of 
instruction at the commencement of a session, and it is expected 
of all others that they shall be present at the opening of the school 
and remain until it closes, on the last day of the session unless 
` prevented from doing во by sickness or other emergency. It is 
also expected that timely arrangements shall be made for the de- 
parture of every pupil from the Institute within a few days after 
the close of each session. 

All letters to the pupils should be addressed to the care of the 
Institute in order to insure their prompt reception.
